The need for some method of uni- 


versal identification has been felt so 
often that at last a scheme has been 
devised and will be presented to con- 
gress which must pass a bill before 
it can be adopted. The method is the 
work of Albert B. Karns, of this city, 
who in brief describes the scheme as 
follows: 
Forms should be supplied by the 


department to all postmasters in the 
same manner at stamps. 
Postmasters 


to account to the department 
in 


exactly the same manner as Fie does 
for the stamps. Each form is num- 
bered consecutively for the individual 
offices, in the same manner as money 
order forms 
They should be made of leather, 


cloth, or any durible material best 
suited for the purpose. They stiftuld 
be issued by all postmasters, on ap- 
plication by the public, on receipt 
of one dollar.

Ben Moore, an employe

Schaeffev ranch, situated on the west- 
ern edg"e of Sparks, had a narrow es- 
cape from being cremtaed in a fire 
which totally destroyed the barn in 
whicJi he wa.5 sleeping. He was com- 
pelted to rush from the building in his 
um? pi garments. His hair was partial- 
ly'singed from his head and his feet 
fifia body badly scorched in addition 
'i?o being burned, Moore is about three 
(hundred dollars loser by the fire. Fifty 
dollars in cash which was in his 
belongings, four Winchester rifles, a 
shot gun and one set of harness wero 
consumed by the flames. In fact all 
that Moore saved was his own 1'fe 
and his undergarments. 


The fire started about ton o'clock 


in the Schaeffer barn and is sup- 
posed to have 
been

tramps. 
Owing to the absence of fire 


plugs in that locality the fire depart- 
ment \\as unable to render any aid 
and the barn and several shed.! were 
totally consumed. In addition to the

Schaelfer's total loss being estimated 
at about five thousand dollars. There 
was no insurance on any of the prop- 
erty.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


AGAIN WE "APOLOGIZE" 


E editor of the evening paper has added 
to the ga}etv of nations by accepting the 


'"apology" of the Journal for calling attention 
to his violation of the ethics of journalism. 
If 


he can construe it into an apology, he is welcome 
to the satisfaction and we are glad to learn that 


it smoothed out his ruffled feathers so far, at 
least as to reduce the importance of the incident 
in his opinion, to common, ordinary tvpe. 


The editor of the Evening Scold sa\s he "dis- 


likes to he drawn into the mire of personalities." 
and \et hardly a week passes but some public or 
private citizen is "malted" for alleged sins of 
omission or commission. It was so in the case of 
the Sparks school building. 
In this case the 


name* of several men of prominence in the com- 
munin were mixed up in what was promised to 
be a scandal. 
To such an extent was it ex- 


ploited in big, black t\pe and with such a flag- 
rant disregard to truth or careful investigation 
that the grand jnr\ fell called upon to take cog- 
nizance of the allegations, with the result that 
it was found that our evening contemporary was 
discredited as a source of reliable information. 
In a laughable attempt to "save his face" it 
denounced the findings of the grand jun as de- 
liberate "whitewash," something that if the edi- 
tor had a litilc more experience he would hesi- 
tate to do. An old adage has .something' to some 
to sru about people uho rush in where angels 
do not care to leave footprints. 


About this time, now that we are speaking of 


"personal journalism," the district attorney came 
under the displeasure of the personal organ that 
calls itself a newspaper. 
In a most undignified 


and reprehensible manner the gentleman uas as- 
sailed without an opportunity of defending him- 
self, simply because he resented having the sin- 
cerity of his political affiliations questioned in 
what was presumed to be the local organ of his 
partx.

Thus, whatever resulted, lie was pre- 


pared lo say "1 told you so." 
As sual the ac- 


cusations were found baseless, but the editor was 
Johnny-on-the-spot with his cry of "whitewash." 


Returning to the origin of the present con- 


troversy, the Journal repeats that until a man 
has at least been long enough in a State to cast 
a vote, modesty, if nothing else, should deter 
him from attacking its citizens, its institutions 
and its customs in the violent manner that has 
been the rule of the evening- paper ever since it 
came under its present mlanaginent. The editor 
of this paper has no objection to being "pil- 


1( ried" in company with some of the men who 
have not met with favor at the hands of our 
contemporary. Nearly twenty-five years of his 
life have been spent in newspaper work and he 
has become immune to the attacks of young and 
irresponsible scribes \\liu believe that the dutv of 
a newspaper is lo "roast" everyone uho has the 
temerity to believe that editors, even if they are 
just out of college, are infallible. 
On second 


thought, however, we do not believe that the 
word "pilloried" is a happy one. 
We have no 


recollection of having been "pilloried." In our 
minds we called it a squirt gun. 


Tangled Claims to Judgeship 


L'DOE THOMAS P. HAAYLKY announced 


hi^ resignation 
a^, United State.s District 


y'c on June 4th, the resignation went into ef- 


fect |une 3Oth, ever since \\hich time the District 
Federal Court has been without a head, while 
various 
Republicans and 
their friends have 


been scrambling for the coveted judicial plum. 


The ink on Judge Ilawley's resignation was 


nut dr\ before his successor was being discussed. 
There \\ere two men named prominently; ludge 
\Y. A. Ma^scy and 
K. S. Farrington. 
The 


former 
\va.~. Stale 
Commilecman Flannigan's 


choice: the latter was Senator Nixon's. 
And 


that was \\herc all the (rouble began. 


When Nevada was nomal. there was little 


Republican patronage to be distributed, and 
Flanigan attended to it. 
Lint on the election 


of forces that put Senator Nixon in Washington, 
there was a different head to the patronage 
bureau, and Nixon was "it." Flanigan's nomi- 
nations \\ere invariably turned down by Nixon, 
and so Judge Massey was opposed b\ Farring- 
ton who \\as and is Nixon's choice for the Fed- 
eral Judgcship. To circumvent the appointment 
of Farrington, Masse\'s friends sent, affidavits to 
Washington announcing that Farrington was 
and is a railroad la\v\i.r. Roosevelt professes at 
this time to b; unfriendly to railroad lawyers 
sitting in a judge's chair, and so the affidavits 
had great weight. Farrington's friends then sent 
\ ig'orous denials to Washington, and 
declared 


thar Farrington is no railroad lawyer. 
They 


admitted he had been retained by the railroad 
in certain, or uncertain cases, but he has, they 
said, no permanent connection with the Southern 
Pacific. 


In reply to this, Massey's friends quoted the 


Olinghouse case, which is still pending in the 
Federal courts, which called forth another replv, 
ami so it has gone on until Roosevelt has taken 
the entire batch of conflicting statements and 
appeals, and has, figuarativ, thrown the lot 
out of the window. 


Now he has concluded to let Judge Hawlcy 


name his own successor. 
Ft is stated on unim- 


peachable authority that Judge Hawlev has al- 
ready been asked to do this, and has accepted 
the responsibility. 


About all the satisfaction either of the con- 


flicting claimants for patronage can secure from 
the situation a.-, it stands at present, is that 


neither landed the plum. 


Much speculation is rife as to whom Judge 


ITawley will regard as a fit successor. The ac- 
knowledged ability of Judge Hawley, who for 
sixteen years served his fellow citizens on the 
Federal Bench and \\hose integrity is unchal- 
lenged, makes the nomination of a fit successor 
no easy task. 
It is claimed that Judge Murphy 


has been suggested, but there is no confirmation 
of this and it is likely, in this matter, as in others. 
Judge Hawlcy will use his own excellent judg- 
ment. 


It has also been suggested that a suitable man 


could he best secured outside of Nevada, not be- 
cause there is no timber here to make judges 
out of, but because a "foreigner" would be able 
to act impartially and would be in no danger of 
having to decide a case in which he had had 
private interest or on which he had at one time 
been retained as counsel.
